said in their petition that they took it with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the de 
fondanta, so they stopped it, Tho quantl- 
ties were 185 boxes sont away on the Ist 
Janusry, 1880 by the Gaelic to California ; 
160 boxes sent by the Somerset, 80 to Mél- 
bourne and 70 to Sydney, 29th December, 
1879 ; and 40 boxes sent by the Crusader 
to Sydney.

The learned Counsel 
then drow the attention of tho Jury to the 
agreement batween the parties into which 
he entered at ‘great“length and clause by 
clause ; referring also to the various rules 
and regulations subsequently drawn up as 
showing the whole course of dealing with 
tho business of the firm. ‘The jary had 
to bear in mind, he remarked, that the 
business at Macao could not falrly com- 
ete with that of Hongkong. Here, oplum 
oonld be sbipped in smal) quantitics in avy 
yeesel in harbour going to any harbour; 
Ronykong had special facilitics for such 
atrade, Macao on the other hand had 
peculiar disadvantages. The farmer there 
could not send his opium through the waters 
of this Colony. He had therefore to ship 
his oplum to Aastralia by special sailing 
ship, taklog it down direct, or by any 
steamer which had not to go through the 
wators of this Colony, The business 
therefore when at Macao bad been con- 
ducted In a different way from that in which 
It had been conducted when the firm was 
being carried on in Hongkong. But alike 
when the business was carried on hore and 
when at Macao each of the members of the 
nerahip waa in the habit of purchasing 

om the firm and shipping opium on his 
own acoount. ment was rather 
an intricate business ; it might strike us as 
being a thoroughly Chineso arrangement, 
There wore a great many clauses dealing with 
the quantity to be shipped on each ship and 
so on. The modus operands seems to be 
this. Large sume of money were ocou- 
tributed by the various firme forming the 
confederation, which waa thus enabled 
through an agent to buy large quantities of 
raw opium ; the raw opium was then sent 
to one or other of tho boiling firms to be 
boiled ; there it waa treated in a cortain 
way under tho regulations of the Company ; 
the boxes were then filled and packed in 
the hong of the boiling firm, and were then 
returned to the Bun Yee to be under the 
charge of the officor who was the agent of 
the Bun Yee. The officar who was in 
charg of the opium at Macao waa the officer 
and agent of the Sun Yee ; not tke officer 
of the Chap Sing, not the officer of the 
Yan Wo, He held the oplum in the in- 
terosts of the whole firm, and could take 
orders only from the whole firm or the 
managers they named ; and it waa his duty 
to conform to the regulations duly made 
for the regulation of the business of the 
partnership, The quantity of opium in 
stock at o, as they would under- 
stand from the way in which they had to 
do business, was large, Ohul Kwai Sung 
was the accountant at Macao; Au Mui Sun

The payment 
was by a proportion of the raw opium which 
being prepared the firm took over at valu- 
ation, There were provisions for the stand- 
ardof opium being kept up, Of the Direct- 
ors nine were to be chosen by the Chap Sing 
and seven by the Yan Wo. Of the interest 
in the business, (capital 300,00, silver taels), 
alx-tenths was. the proportion of the Chap 
Slog and. four-tenths that of the Yan Wo. 
The latter had thonght that they wore in a 
position to act independently, and by the 
agreement there was in several pro ons 


wore read. He contended at some longth 
that the wholo of thse transactions 
wore perfectly regular; that there was 


nothing clandestine. about them. There 


was not a tittle of itregularity in the tran- 
saction to bear out the case for the 
defendants. The charge they virtually 
made was that it waa the plaintiffs’ inten- 
tion to break up the Sun Yee, and that ia 
doing that they took away this opium. 
Now ths two questions had nothing 
whatever to do with one another. Thelr 
buying opium from the firm at the same 
rate'as any other dealérs could bavo bad 
it would not break the firm. Thereal griev- 
anca the defendants had! was. that the firm 
wea broken up. What their intention was 
with regerd to.secoding from the firm had 
nothing In the world to do with this case. 
Tt might fairly have been argued in the 
case where the dissolution of partner- 
abip was prayed for; but not here. The 
dimolation of partnership was made by this 
order of the Court; an order by consent. 
Tho sole quodtion was did the Yan Wo 
swindle the Sun Yeo or not. Did 
hia clients convert that opiam to 
thelr own useor not. They had bonght 
the opium at the rate fixed by the manag- 
ers, and they had intended to pay for it. 
Tho arrangement would have been a very 
benoficial one for the Sun Yeo, seelng they, 
the Yan Wo, took all the risk and difficulty 
of shipplag it, in which as be bad explain- 
ed thero was much difficulty in the way of 
the Bua Yee doing. In point of fact, the Yan 
Wo made an arrangement with Ban Bop, 
under which it was allowed to pass through 
the waters of this Colony... This was.a por- 
foctly legitimate thing to do. It would be 
suggested, no doubt, that they made a cor- 
rapt bargain with Ban Hop; that this 
opium was shipped notin the interests of 
the Sun Yeo but of Ban Hop. That mat- 
ter was simple enough; it was sbip- 
ped on thelr own behalf. Tho names 
of those to whom his clisnts ship- 
ped the opium wero given. Whatever 
notion they had of leaving the San Yeo had 
nothing to do with their action in this mat- 
ter. Ifthe San Yee bad not broken up it 
would have been recognised asa very g' 
plece of business for the Company. The 
Sun Yee atopped the opium before it could 
bo sold, and before they could pay for it 
Tho learned Counsel then came to a letter 
addressed to the agent at Macao after the 
first ebipment had been made. (Deo. 3let), 
tlgo. d, Sun Yeo & Uo., Hongkong, inatruct- 
ing him not to allowany more of the opium 
to be deliverad without a formal letter of 
aatbority, signed by them. Now, nobody, 
no firm had any right to write snoh a letter, 
which he suggested came from the Chap 
Sing, and the agent paid no attention to it, 
for that reason. As to the relative position 
of the parties he said the Yan Wo was 
ontitled to $100,000 from 1878 profits and. 
they did not know what from 18.9, the 
accounts not having beon taken. 

Tho Attornsy General sald if this was a 
iiaterial point there must be an issue raised 
onit.

They would 
not say there had not been the oustom of 
partners buying for thelr own shipments, 
Thoy could not say they had not bought ki 
at the right figore, 

The Attorney General; Oh, yes, wo 
will go all that length. 

Mr Hoyllar : Well, you will go any 
length, This would prove rather a curio- 
sity in Ohinose doalings than a suit of any 
practical use. Ofcourse the defendants wero 
very angry with the Yan Wo, That, he 
presumed went without saying. They fel 
that the Yan Wo had got a little to the 
windward of them in combining with the 
other firm, but he had not the alighteat 
doubt thi ing -imsve done pre- 
Yan Wo not been a little before them. 
With the queation whether it was a very 
highly moral transaction they (the jary) 
bad nothing whatever todo. They had to 
judge the case between the parties on the 
issues raised, He had lald the facta before 
them and would now call evidence. 

The Judge asked whether thére really 
was anything to go before the Jury? Wan 
this not a question of Law ? 

The Attorney General said the questions 
of fact in the case were so involved as al- 
most to amount to questlons of law. But 
his Lordship would see as they went on 
that the case was one fora jacy.

At this 
time ths book was not in my possession. 
On the 2nd of January it had teen taken 
away by HoClioe Shan; but it was put 
down on the rough book (entry read): I 
chopped these entries shown me in book O.

After tiffin the witness was crosa-examin- 
ed by the Attorney General: He said he 
waa accountant of the lest opium farm. 
Ban Hap ia over the shop, and he was em- 
ployed there, Ho was employed in the 
new ferm in April or May, He followed 
the fortunes of the Yun Wo. They told 
him to go to Macao to work and he went. 
The directors of the Sun Yee sent bim.

Ifsuch an order had been issued 
ho mnat buve seen it. The boiling houses 
woro at Macao, but the basiness waa done 
hero, He did not conduct any large 
transactions in Macao, only a few retail 
matiors, Mr Ng Chovg was one of the 
managing directors in Hongkong. He, 
witness, recoived $25 mouth for manag- 
ing the Sun Yeo-firm, and Mr Yun Tuk 
Ohong recelved $500 a year for chair 
money. He wasin Macao in March and 
April, but he does not receive the wages 
now, The individual membors of the Yun 
Wo could purchase but not the firm. Dur. 
ing the four years he had been in Hong- 
kong he bad never asked the directors to 
explain the accounta. 

Re-examined by Mr Bayllar :—All the 
opium went direct from Macao to California 
or Australia and not to Hongkung. Vessels 
came specially to Macao for opium, some- 
times thore were a8 much as 400 o ests 
shipped. Ho wrote aletier to the Sun 
Yee firm in Hongkong, suggesting the 
ulvision of the opium, and received on 
anwwer which_was read. It spoke of divid- 
ing tho opium consigued to Australia 
amongst several firms. 

At this point tho case was adjourned till 
10 o'clock to-morro# morning.

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


Tho Post Office is not Jegally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but honceforth it will be pro- 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
casos, provided :— 


1. That the sender duly obsorved all the 
conditions of Registration require. 


2. That the lettor was securely onclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelope. 


3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster Gonoral of Hongkong im- 
mediately tho loss was discovered, the 
enyelope being invariably forwarded with 
auch application unless it alao is lost, 


4, That the Postwastor General is satis- 
fied that the loas occurred whilst the corros- 
pondenco was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it wae 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sonder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho: esty or nogligence of any 
pereun not in the employment of the 
Hongkong Post Ottice.

Tho Postmaster issues the 
order, sends it on in the envelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by frat oppor- 
tunity, with a recelpt for the letter, if it 
were to bo registered, a8 it always shoul 
be. Care should be taken to send these 
applications in time, as the Money Order 
Offices close some hours before the depar- 
tures of the mails, :
